THE SIEGE OF YORKTOWN. 
From Vol. IV. of Irving’s * Life of Washington.” 

General Lincoln had the honor, on the night of the 6th of October, 
of opening the first parallel before Yorktown, It was within six hun- 
dred yards of the enemy ; nearly two miles in extent, and the founda- 
tions were laid for two redoubts. He had under him a large detach- 
ment of French and American troops, and the work was conducted with 
such silence and secrecy in a night of extreme darkness, that the enemy 
were not aware of it until daylight. A severe cannonade was then 
opened from the fortifications ; but the men were under cover and con- 
tinued working; the greatest emulation and good will prevailing be- 
tween the officers and soldiers of the allied armies thus engaged. 

By the afternoon of the 9th the parallel was completed, and two or 
three batteries were ready to fire upon the town. ‘General Washing- 
ton put the match to the first gun,” says an observer who was present; 
“a furious discharge of cannon and mortars immediately followed, and 
Earl Cornwallis received his first salutation.” 

Governor Nelson, who had so nobly pledged his own property to 
raise funds for the public service, gave another proof of his self-sacrific- 
ing patriotism on this occasion, He was asked which part of the town 
could be most effectively cannonaded. He pointed to a large handsome 
house on arising ground as the probable head-quarters of the enemy. 
It proved to be his own. 

The governor had an unele in the town, very old, and afflicted with 
the gout. Ie lad been for thirty years secretary under the royal colo- 
nial government, and was still called Mr, Secretary Nelson, He had 
taken no part in the Revolution, unfitted perhaps for the straggle, by 
his advanced age and his infirmities; and had remained in Yorktown 
when taken possession of by the English, not having any personal en- 
mity to apprehend from them. He had two sons in Washington's army, 
who now were in the utmost alarm for his safety. At their request 
Washington sent in a flag, desiring that their father might be permitted 
to leave the place. “I was a witness,” writes the Count de Chastellux 
in his Memoirs, * of the cruel anxicty of one of those young men, as he 
kept his eyes fixed upon the gate of the town by which the tlag would

lis house had received some of the first shots; one of his negroes 
had been killed, and the head-quarters of Lord Cornwallis had been so 
battered that he had been driven out of them, 

The cannonade was kept up alinost incessantly for three or four days 
from the batteries above-mentioned, and from three others managed by 
the French. “ Being in the trenches every other night and day,” writes 
an observer already quoted, “1 have a fine opportunity of witnessing 
the sublime and stupendous scene which is continually exhibiting. The 
bomb-shells from the besiegers and the besieged are incessantly crossing 
each other’s path in the air. They are clearly visible in the form of a 
black ball in the day, but in the night they appear like a fiery meteor 
with a blazing tail, most beautifully brilliant, ascending majestically 
from the mortar to a certain altitude, and gradually descending to the 
spot where they are destined to execute their work of destruction. When 
a shell falls it whirls round, burrows and excavates the earth to a con- 
siderable extent, and, bursting, makes dreadful havoc around.” “ Some 
of our shells, over-reaching the town, are seen to fall into the river, and 
bursting, throw up columns of water like the spouting monsters of the 
deep.” 

The half-finished works of the enemy suffered severely, the guns 
were dismounted or silenced, and many men killed. The red-hot shot 
from the French batteries northwest of the town reached the English 
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shipping. The Charon, a forty-four gun ship, and three large transports 
were set on fire by them. The flames ran up the rigging to the tops of 
the masts. The conflagration, seen in the darkness of the night, with 
the accompanying flash and thundering of cannon, and soaring and 
bursting of shells; and the tremendous explosions of the ships, all pre- 
sented a scene of mingled magniticence and horror, 

On the night of the 11th the second parallel was opened by the 
Baron Steuben’s division within three hundred yards of the works. The 
British now made new embrasures, and for two or three days kept up a 
galling fire upon those at work. The latter were still more annoyed by 
the flanking fire of two redoubts, three hundred yards in front of the 
British works. As they enfiladed the intrenchments, and were supposed 
also to command the communication between Yorktown and Gloucester, 
it was resolved to storm them both, on the night of the 14th; the one 
nearest the river by a detachment of Americans commanded by Lafay- 
ette; the other by a French detachment led by the Baron de Viomenil. 
The grenadiers of the regiment of Gatinais were to be at the head of the 
French detachment. This regiment had been formed out of that of 
Auvergne, of which De Rochambeau had been colonel, and which, by 
its brave and honorable conduct had won the appellation of the regi- 
ment D’ Auvergne sans tache (Auvergne without a stain). When De 
Rochambeau assigned the Gatinais grenadiers their post in the attack, 
he addressed to them a few soldier-like words, ‘ My lads, I have need 
of you this night, and hope you will not forget that we have served to- 
gether in that brave regiment of Auvergne sans tache.” They instantly 
replied that if he would promise to get their old name restored to them 
they would sacrifice themselves to the last man. The promise was 
given. 
~ In the arrangements for the American assault, Lafayette had given 
the honor of leading the advance to his own aide-de-camp, Lieutenant- 
colonel Gimat. This instantly touched the military pride of Hamilton, 
who exclaimed against it as an unjust preference, it being his tour of 
duty. The marquis excused himself by alleging that the arrangement 
had been sanctioned by the commander-in-chief, and could not be 
changed by him. Hamilton forthwith made a spirited appeal Ly letter 
to Washington. 
the case, sent for the marquis, and, finding that it really was Hamilton’s 
tour of duty, directed that he should be reinstated in it, which was 

done. It was therefore arranged that Colonel Gimat’s battalion should 
lead the van and be followed by that of Hamilton, and that the latter 
should command the whole advanced corps. 

About eight o’clock in the evening rockets were sent up as signals 
for the simultaneous attacks. Hamilton to his great joy led the advance 
of the Americans, The men, without waiting for the sappers to de- 
molish the abatis in regular style, pushed them aside or pulled them 
down with their hands, and scrambled over, like rough bush fighters. 
Hamilton was the first to mount the parapet, placing one foot on the 
shoulder of a soldier, who kuelt on one knee for the purpose. The men 
mounted after him. Nota musket was fired. The redoubt was carried 
at the point of the bayonet. The loss of the Americans was one ser- 
geant and eight privates killed, seven officers and twenty-five non-com- 
missioned officers and privates wounded. The loss of the enemy was 
eight killed and seventeen taken prisoners. Among the latter was 
Major Campbell, who had commanded the redoubt. A New Hamp- 
shire captain would have taken his life in revenge of the death of his 
favorite Colonel Scammel, but Colonel Hamilton prevented him. Not a 
man was killed atter he ceased to resist. 

The French stormed the other redoubt, which was more strongly 
garrisoned, with equal gallantry, but less precipitation. They proceeded 
according to rule. The soldiers paused while the sappers removed 
the abatis, during which time they were exposed to a destructive tire, 
and lost more men than did the Americans in their headlong attack. 
As the Baron de V iomenil, who led the party, was thus waiting, Major 
Barbour, Lafayette’s aide-de-camp, came through the tremendous fire of 
the enemy, with a message from the marquis, letting him know that he 
was in his redoubt, and wished to know where the baron was, “ Tell 
the marquis,” replied the Jatter, “that I am not in mine, but will be in 
it in five minutes.” 

The abatis being removed, the troops rushed to the assault. The 
Chevalier de Lameth, Lafayette’s adjutant-general, was the first to 
mount the parapet, and received a volley at arms’ length from the Hes- 
sians who manned it. Shot through both knees he fell back into the 
ditch, and was conveyed away under care of his friend, the Count de 
Dumas. The Count de Deuxponts, leading on the royal grenadiers of 
the same name, was likewise wounded, ; 

The grenadiers of the Gatinais regiment remembered the promise of 
De Rochambean, and fought with true Gallic fire. One third of them 
were slain, and among them Captain de Sirenil, a valiant officer of 
chasseurs ; but the regiment by its bravery on this occasion regained 
from the king its proud name of the Royal Auvergne. 

Washington was an intensely excited spectator of these assaults, on 
the result of which so much depended. He had dismounted, given his 


horse to a servant, and taken his stand in the grand battery with Gen- 





The latter, who was ignorant of the circumstances of 
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erals Knox and Lincoln and their staffs. The risk he ran of a chance 
shot, while watching the attack through an embrasure, made those 
about him uneasy.

When all was over and the redoubts were taken, he drew a long 
breath, and turning to Knox observed, “ The work is done, and well

THE BEE-MOTH. 
From “A Practical Treatise on the Honey Bee,” by L. L. Langstroth, 


Of all the numerous enemies of the honey-bee, the Bee-Moth, (Tinea 
mellonella,) in climates of hot summers, is by far the most to be dreaded. 
So wide-spread and fatal have been its ravages in this country, that 
thousands have abandoned the cultivation of bees in despair, and in dis- 
tricts which once produced abundant supplies of the purest honey, bee- 
keeping has become a very insignificant pursnit. Contrivances almost 
without number have been devised, to detend the bees against this 
insidious foe; but still it continues its desolating inroads, almost un- 
checked, laughing as it were to scorn, at all the so-called ‘ moth-proof” 
hives, and turning many of the ingenious fixtures designed to entrap or 
exclude it, into actual aids and comforts in its nefarious designs. 

I should feel but little confidence in being able to make bee-keeping, 
in our country, a certain and profitable pursuit, if I could not show the 
Apiarian in what way he may safely bid defiance to the pestiferous 
assaults of this, his most implacable enemy. Llaving patiently studied 
its habits for years, I am at length able to announce a system of manage- 
ment, founded, in part, upon the peculiar construction of my _ hives, 
which will enable the careful bee-keeper to protect his colonies against 
the enemy. The careful bee-keeper, I say; for to pretend that the 
careless one can, by any contrivance, effect this, is a snare and a delu- 
sion;” and no well-informed man, unless steeped to the very lips in 
fraud and imposture, will claim to accomplish any thing of the kind. 
The bee-moth infests our Apiaries, just as weeds take possession of a 
fertile soil; and the negligent bee-keeper will find a “ moth-proof ” hive, 
when the sluggard finds a weed-proof soil. Before explaining the means 
upon which I rely, to circumvent the moth, I will give a brief descrip- 
tion of its habits. 

Swammerdam, towards the close of the 17th century, gave an accu- 
rate description of this insect, which was then called by the expressive 
name of the © bee-wolf.” He has furnished good drawings of it, in all 
its changes, from the worm to the perfect moth, together with the pe- 
culiar webs or galleries which it constructs, and from which the name 
of Tinea Galleria, or gallery moth, has been given to it by some ento- 
inologists. Ile failed, however, to discriminate between the male and 
the female, which, beeause they differ so much in size and appearance, 
he supposed to be two different species of the wax-moth. It seems to 
have beena great pest in his time; and even Virgil speaks of the “ diram 
tinere genus,” the dreadful ofxpring of the moth; that is the worm. 

This destroyer usually makes its appearance about the hives in April 
or May; the time of its coming depending upon the warmth of the 
climate, or the forwardness of the season. It is seldom seen on the wing, 
unless started from its lurking place about the hive, until towards dark, 
and is evidently chiefly nocturnal in its habits. In cloudy days, how- 
ever, | have noticed it on the wing long before sunset, and on such days, 
the female, when oppressed with the urgent necessity of laying her eggs, 
may be seen endeavoring to gain admission to the hives, She is much 
larger than the male, and “ her color is deeper, and more inclining to a 
darkish gray, with small spots or blackish streaks on the interior edge 
of her upper wings.” The color of the male inclines more to a light 
gray ; they are so unljke that they might easily be mistaken for different 
species of moths. These insects are surprisingly agile, both on foot and 
on the wing; the motions of a bee being very slow in comparison. 
“They are,” says Reaumur, “the most nimble-footed creatures that I 
know.” 

“If the approach to the Apiary be observed of a moonlight evening, 
the moths will be found flying or running round the hives, watching an 
opportunity to enter, whilst the bees that have to guard the entrances 
against their intrusion, will be seen acting as vigilant sentinels, perform- 
ing continual rounds near this important post, extending their antenne 
to the utmost, and moving them to the right and left alternately. Woe 
to the unfortunate moth that comes within their reach!” “It is 
curious,” says uber, * to observe how artfully the moth knows how to 
profit, to the disadvantage of the bees, which require much light for 
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and the precautions taken by the latter in reconnoiter- 


seeing objects ; n 
ing and expelling so dangerous an enemy. é 

~ Fhe entrance of the moth into a hive, and the ravages committed by 
her progeny, forcibly illustrate the sad havoe which vice often makes of 
character and happiness, when it finds admission into the human heart, 
and is allowed to prey, unchecked, upon all its most precious treasures ; 
and he who would not be so enslaved by its power, as to lose all spiritual 
life and prosperity, must be ever on the “watch” against its fatal in- 
trusions, ; te : 

Only some tiny eggs are deposited by the moth, giving birth toa 
yery delicate, innocent-looking worm; but let these apparently insig- 
nificant creatures once get the upper hand, and all the fragrance of the 
honeved dome is soon corrupted by their abominable stench ; every thing 
beautiful and useful is ruthlessly destroyed ; the hum of happy industry 
is stilled, and at last nothing is left in the desecrated hive but a set of 
ravenous, half famished worms, knotting and writhing around each 
other in most loathsome convolutions. 

Wax is the proper food of the larvie of the bee-moth, and upon this 
seemingly indigestible substance they thrive and fatten. When obliged 
to steal their living, as best they can, among a powerful stock of bees, 
they are exposed, during their growtli, to many perils, and seldom fare 
well enough to reach their natural size; but when rioting at pleasure 
among the full combs of a feeble and discouraged population, they often 
attain a size and corpulence truly astonishing. If the bee-keeper wishes 
to see their innate capabilities fully developed, let him rear a number 
for himself among some old combs, and if prizes were offered for fat and 
full-grown worms, he might easily obtain one. In the course of a few 
weeks, the larva, like that of the silk worm, stops eating, and begins to 
think of a suitable place for encasing itself in its silky shroud. In hives 
where they reign unmolested this is a work of but little difficulty; al- 
most any place will answer their purpose, and they often pile their 
cocoons one on another, or join them in long rows together; but in 
hives strongly guarded by healthy bees, this is a matter not very casily 
accomplished ; and many a worm while it is cautiously prying about to 
find a snug place in which to ensconce itself, is caught by the nape of 
the neck, and very unceremoniously served with an instant writ of eject- 
ment from the hive. If a hive is thoroughly made of sound materials, 
and has no cracks or crevices under which the worm can retreat, being 
obliged to leave the interior in search of a suitable place, it runs a most 
dangerous gauntlet, as it passes for this purpose through the ranks of 
its enraged foes. Even in the worm state, however, its motions are ex- 
eeedingly quick ; it can craw! backwards or forwards, as we!l one way 
as another; it can twist round on itse!f, curl up almost into a knot, and 
flatten itself out like a pancake! in short, it is full of stratagems and 
cunning devices. If obliged to leave the hive, it gets under any board 
or concealed crack, spins its cocoon, and patiently awaits its transforma 
tion. In most of the common hives, it is under no necessity of leaving 
its birthplace for this purpose, being almost certain to find a erack or 
flaw into which it can creep, or a small space between the bottom board 
and the edges of the hive which rest upon it. A very small crevice will 
answer, as it enters by flattening itself almost as much as though it had 
been passed under a roller, and as soon as safe from the bees, speedily 
begins to give its cramped tenement the requisite proportions. It is 
amazing how an insect, apparently so feeble, can do this; but it will 
often gnaw for itselfa eavity, even in solid wood, and thus enlarge its 
retreat, until it has ample room for making its cocoon! The tine when 
it will break forth into a winged insect varies with the temperature to 
which it is exposed. In a temperature of about 70°, 1 have had them 
spin their cocoons, and hatch in ten or eleven days; and they often spin 
so late in the Fall, that they remain all Winter undeveloped, and if they 
survive the cold, do not emerge until the warm weather of the ensuing 
Spring. 

If they are hatched in the hive, they leave it to attend to the busi- 
ness of impregnation. In the moth state, they do not attack the hives 
to plunder them of food, although, having a “sweet tooth” in their head, 
they are easily attracted by the odor of liquid sweets. The male, hav- 
ing no special business in the hive, usually keeps himself at a safe dis- 
tance from the bees; but the female, impelled by an irresistible instinet, 
seeks adinission, that she may deposit her eggs where her offspring can 
gain the readiest aceess to their natural food She carefully explores 
the cracks and crevices about.the bottoum-board, and lays her eggs among 
the parings of the combs, and other refuse matter which have fallen 
from the hive. If she enters a feeble or discouraged stock, where she 
can act her own pleasure, she will lay her eggs among the combs. In a 
hive where she is too closely watched to effect this, she will insert them 
in the corners, into the soft propolis, or in any place where there are 
small pieces of wax and bee-bread, which having fallen upon the bottom- 
board, furnish a temporary place of concealment for her progeny, and 
also the requisite nourishment, until they have strength and enterprise 
enough to reach the main combs of the hive, and fortify themselves 
there. ‘As soon as hatehed, the worm encloses itself in a case of white 
silk, which it spins around its body; at first it is like a mere thread, but 
gradually increases in size, and during its growth, feeds upon the cells 
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around it, for which purpose it has only to put forth its head and find 
its wants supplied. It devours its food with great avidity, and conse- 
quently increases so much in bulk, that its gallery soon becomes too 
short and narrow, and the creature is obliged to thrust itself forward 
and lengthen the gallery, as well to obtain more room as to procure an 
additional supply of food. Its augmented size exposing it to attacKs 
from surrounding foes, the wary insect fortifies its new abode with addi- 
tional strength and thickness, by blending with the filaments of its silken 
covering a mixture of wax and its own excrement, for the external bar- 
rier of a new gallery, the interéor and partitions of which are lined with 
a smooth surface of white silk, which admits the oceasional movements 
of the insect without injury to its delicate (?) texture. In performing 
these operations, the insect might be expected to meet with opposition 
from the bees, and to be gradually rendered more assailable as it ad- 
vanced inage. It never, however, exposes any part but its head and 
neck, both of which are covered with stout helmets or scales impenetra- 
ble to the sting of a bee, as is the composition of the galleries that sur- 
round it.” As soon as it has reached its full growth, it seeks in the 
manner before described, a secure place tor undergoing its changes into 
a winged insect.

THE BRONTES IN LONDON. 
From the “ Life of Charlotte Bronté, by Mrs. E. C. Gaskell.” 


In consequence of his mode of doing business, considerable annoy- 
ance was occasioned both to Miss Bronté and to ther. The circum 
stances, as detailed in a letter of hers to a friend in New Zealand. were 
these :—One morning at the beginning of July, a communication was 
received at the Parsonage from Messrs. Smith and Elder, which disturbed 
its quiet inmates not a little ; as, though the matter brought under their 
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notice was merely referred to as one which affected their literary repu- 
tation, they conceived it to have a bearing likewise upon their char. 
acter, 

“ Jane Eyre” had had a great run in America, and a publisler there 
had consequently bid high for early sheets of the next work by * Currey 
Bell.’ These Messrs. Smith and Elder had promised to let him have, 
Ile was therefore greatly astonished, and not weil pleased, to learn that 
a similar agreement had been entered into with another American house, 
and that the new tale was very shortly to appear. It turned ont, upon 
inquiry, that the mistake had originated in Acton and Ellis Bell's pub- 
lisher having assured this American house that, to the best of his belief, 
* Jane Eyre,” “ Wuthering Heights,” and“ The Tenant of Wildfell Hall”

The performance was 
Rossini’s ‘ Barber of Seville,’—very brilliant, though I fancy there are 
things I should like better. We got home after one o'clock. We had 
never been in bed the night before ; had been in constant excitement for 
twenty-four hours; you may imagine we were tired, The next day, 
Sunday. Mr. Williams eame early to take us to church; and in the after- 
noon Mr. Smith and his mother fetched us in a carriage, and took us to 
his house to dine.

Witerary Antelliqenee. 


Books ror THE Birxp.—In a late report of the Perkins’ Institution for the 
Blind, at South Boston, we read that Milton’s Poetical Works have been 
prepared in the raised characters, used at that and similar institutions, and 
that the money with which this was done, was mosily collected in Kentucky, 
by a young mar, himself blind, who went about seeking subseriptions for 
that purpose. This is a highly valuable addition to the library of the blind, 
the enlargement of which is so desirable, both as a means of instruction and 
entertainment to those who are shut out from the ordinary means of 
communication with the world. The Bible, and several other works, have 
been printed entire, but want of funds has generally caused much abridg- 
ment in the books issued, thus greatly impairing their usefulness. It seems a 
little strange that while so many of our hterary and benevolent. institutions 
receive rich endowments, in some eases for purposes not of practical use, 
this printing for the blind should depend upon occasional contributions, no 
fund existing by which a single volume can be published in the course of 
the year. Will not those who are able remedy this omission? We believe 
that if attention is drawn to the subject, its claims will be acknowledged and 
cordially responded to by those who have it in their power to place in the 
hands of the blind books such as they need, and such as their more fortunate 
brethren have in abundance.—N. Y. Zimes. 


Sate or THE Late Rey. Dr. Scurorper’s Lisrary.—The library of Nev. 
Dr. Schroeder, reeently deceased, was sold, on Tuesday, at auction by Messrs. 
Bangs Brothers. The Library being an extensive one, and containing a 
large number of very choice and learned works, there was a numerous at- 
tendance at the sale, and the bidding spirited. ** Walton’s London Polyglott 
Bible,” with an appendix and lexicon, the latter of which is given in nine 
languages, sold for the largest price, it being soll for $132. One of 
the same editions was not long since sold at auc‘ion in London for $350, 
The * Babylonian Talmud,” in twelve volumes, folio, printed in Venice in 
1520, sold for $2 50 a volume. A manuscript copy of the “ Koran,” in the 
Arabie language, was knocked down for 82 25. ‘*Suieeri Thesavrus Eccle- 
siasticus,” in two volumes, was sold at 87 a volume. * Bomber’s Rabbinical 
Bible, an old work, in four volumes, printed in Venice, from the library of 
the Earl of Oxford, brought §2 a volume only. Combined with a lot of 
Chinese books was one in a language which Professor Bush, who was present, 
wes unable to indicate. The entire lot sold for 38 cents each. Altogether 
the proceeds of the sale came up to expectation, Among the principal bid- 
ders were Dr, Coggswell of the Astor Library, Dr. Cruse, of the Union Theo- 
logical Library, and the second-hand bookseller at the corner of Fulten and 
Nassau streets.—ZJdem. 





An important work is now in course of publication at Gratz. It is a com- 
plete history of the literature of the Austrian empire. and contains notices of 
rom sixty to seventy thousand works. There are two hundred alone on the 

origin and rise of the ILouse of IHapsburg. The author, Dr. Schmidt, has 
visited all the important public and private libraries of the kingdom, to make 
this valuable history as complete as possible. The first volume, which alone 
has as yet appeared, reaches down to the time of Charles the Fifth, and the 
second volume, which is shortly expected, is to commence with his reign. 


The Museum in Nuremberg, of which we last week gave a detailed ac- 
count, has received a valuable addition to its treasures in the library of Dr. 
Wilhelni, of Sinsheim, in Baden, This learned man was for many years 
the President of the Historical Seeiety in Baden; he died on the sth of ‘April 
and bequeathed his entire colleetion of books to the National German Museum. 
It is to be deposited in a separate apartment, to be ealled the * Wilhelmi 
Library,” and consists almost exclusively of works relating to Germen anti- 
quities.—Literary Gazette.
